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1 . Applicants in response to the restriction requirement by electing Group I, claims 
1-16, and 36-41, of the invention without traverse. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement is hereby made Final. Claims 17-35 stand withdrawn from further 
consideration. 

2. Claims 1-16 and 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

These claims recite to adjust the composition of the release product. However, 
the claims as well as the specification do not disclose as how or in what manner 
the composition is adjusted with respect to other process parameter(s). For 
example, it is not clear when or in what condition the concentration of the release 
product is to be increased or decreased. 

3. Claims 1-16 and 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims are written in a narrative format rather than an objective format and 
thereby they do not positively and directly include all the process steps which are 
referred thereto. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1, 4-16 and 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Roder et al. 

Roder et al substantially show the invention as claimed except that it does not 
disclose what kind of carrier fluid is used. However, it is conventional to use 
water as a carrier fluid for mixing with graphite to form a release product. 

7. Claims 1-16 and 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over applicants' admitted prior art (in particular, US 4,892,133 or 
4,501,315) as set forth in pages 1-2 of the specification and further in view of Roder et 
al. 

The admitted prior art substantially shows the invention as claimed except that it 
does not disclose to adjust the composition of the release product. However, 
Roder et al shows to adjust the concentration of the release product (see col. 3, 
lines 1-5) such that to further avoid sticking of the casting strip to the cast rolls. It 
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would have been obvious to adjust the composition of release product in the 
process of the admitted prior art in view of Roder et al to further enhance the strip 
quality.
